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REMARKS 

In accordance with the foregoing, claims 1-9 are pending and under consideration. No 
new matter is included in this response. 

The 35 USC $112 Rejection: 

At page 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner includes a heading "Claim Rejections-35 
USC §112," wherein the Examiner quotes text from 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph; however, 
taken as a whole, paragraph 1 .a appears to be intended only as a statement of which portions of 
the preamble are considered by the Examiner as limitations of the claim. If a rejection was 
intended, it is respectfully requested that the Examiner more clearly state the rejection. 

The Obviousness Type Double Patenting Rejections: 

At pages 2-4 of the Office Action, claims 1-9 are provisionally rejected under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness type double patenting as being unpatentable over various 
claims of co-pending "Application No.'s" US2004/01 39395, US2004/01 39394, US2003/0049017, 
US2004/0247292, US2004/01 48627, US2004/01 43853, and US2004/0141716. The numbers 
listed by the Examiner are Patent Publication Numbers corresponding to Application Numbers 
10/686,537, 10/686,521, 10/170,419, 10/797,055, 10/685,696, 10/685,697, and 10/685,699, 
respectively. As of the date of the present Office Action, none of the applications cited by the 
Examiner have been examined. 

Applicants respectfully defer response to the obviousness type double patenting 
rejections until such time as allowable subject matter is identified in this application and/or one or 
more of the applications cited by the Examiner. 

The First 35 U.S.C. S102(e) Rejection: 

At page 5 of the Office Action, claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent Publication 2003/0182629 filed by Okamura. 

A certified translation Korean Patent Application No. 2002-63631 accompanies this 
response. The Korean Patent Application No. 2002-63631 has a Priority Filing Date of October 
17, 2002 and includes support for all the claims in the present application. Okamura has U.S. 
Filing date of March 14, 2003. It is respectfully requested that this rejection be withdrawn. 

The Second 35 U.S.C. §1 02(e) Rejection: 

At page 6 of the Office Action, claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(e) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent Publication 2004/0126095 filed by Tsumagari et al. 
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A certified translation of Korean Patent Application No. 2002-63631 accompanies this 
response. The Korean Patent Application No. 2002-63631 has a Priority Filing Date of October 
17, 2002 and includes support for all the claims in the present application. Tsumagari et al. ('095) 
have a U.S. filing date of August 14, 2003. It is respectfully requested that this rejection be 
withdrawn. 

The Third 35 U.S.C. S1 02(e) Rejection: 

At page 6 of the Office Action, claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(e) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent Publication 2003/0161615 filed by Tsumagari et al. 

A certified translation of Korean Patent Application No. 2002-63631 accompanies this 
response. The Korean Patent Application No. 2002-63631 has a Priority Filing Date of October 
17, 2002 and includes support for all the claims in the present application. Tsumagari et al. 
('615) have a U.S. filing date of February 26, 2003. It is respectfully requested that this rejection 
be withdrawn. 

The Fourth 35 U.S.C. S102(e) Rejection: 

At page 6 of the Office Action, claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(e) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent Publication 2004/0096186 filed by Tsumagari et al. 

A certified translation of Korean Patent Application No. 2002-63631 accompanies this 
response. The Korean Patent Application No. 2002-63631 has a Priority Filing Date of October 
17, 2002 and includes support for all the claims in the present application. Tsumagari et al. 
('186) have a U.S. filing date of October 14, 2003. It is respectfully requested that this rejection 
be withdrawn. 

Support For Claims In Priority Document: 

Support for the claims of the present application is found in the Korean Patent 
Application No. 2002-63631 as a whole, and in particular pages 8, 15, and 17-20 and in claims 1- 
10. The page numbers refer to the pages of the accompanying translation of Korean Application 
2002-63631. 

Conclusion: 

There being no further outstanding objections or rejections, it is submitted that the 
application is in condition for allowance. An early action to that effect is courteously solicited.
